J a m e s H arv ey, (who resigned 
from Congress to

federal judge). Sparling, H a r­ 
v ey’s 
form er 
ad m inistrativ e 
assistant, is m aking his first 
try for public office. 
But the im plications extend 
beyond 
Michigan.

v eal a party leadership not 
only insensitiv e to Mr. N ix­ 
on's

but 
apparently 
m ore interested in sav ing the
